hall, in Dundee, Scotland, by which about 
twenty lives were lost, was the result of an 
insufficient entrance to the building. There 
was to be a promenade concert in the hall, 
and large numbers of persons assembled 
about the door, to gain admission. The hall 
was at the bottem of a flight of stairs, and 
the gate at the bead of tbe stairs being 
forced open by the pressure, the people next 
the gate were pu«hed in a mass down the 
stairs, and those behind pressed upon them 
and overthrew them. Before the pressure 
oavjM be stayed a confused heap of people, 
several feet deep, were piled up in the small 
rpa<~e of about six feet at the bottom of the 
■••'lirs. Nearly three quarter? of an hour 
elaps-d before these were extricated from 
th Er position, when it was found that nine 
• BSRRf women and ten men had b»en crush- 
ed to death. Several others were scerely 
iniured. The scene is described as most 
horrible. Suffocation appears in most 
ca3ea to have been the cause of death, there 
being few caoes of biukea limbs. Bvmnofthe 
survivors, however, were much injured in 
extrication. < )ne or two were extricfted on- 
ly to die in their rescuers' arms. The de- 
ceased belonged to the humbler classes, and 
were most ot them under eighteen years ot 
ag. 

Gbeit Destbittior of Rafts. — The 
Dubuque Herald of Tuesday says: 

Messrs. Waples k Lumbert have just re. 
ceivad intelligence of a great destruction of 
rafts, week before last, on Wisconsin river. 
It appears from what we could leara that 
the river gorged with ice between Big Bull 
and Grand Hapids, and gave way above the 
jams, letting 700,000 feet of lumber loose, 
breaking up the rafts, involving a loss of 
several thousand dollars. The losers are 
Warner, Mclndoe, Plummer and Singles. 
At Grand Rapids Devlin s dam gave way 
and saved the town from inundation, after 
tbe river had been rising at the rate of six 
feet an hour. Below Stevens' Point the ice 
and lumber was piled up twenty feet high. 
There is no snow in the pineries this win- 
ter, and consequently there will be no 
freshet next season, and a poor prospect for 
lumber dealers.

How the Yetebas Makes Himself Com- 
fortable — An army letter has the follow- 
ing description of the manner in which a 
veteran soldier makes himself comfortable 
in camp: 

It is a trite remark that a man never 
knows how much he can do without until 
he tries it, but it is more to my present pur- 
pose to say that he never knows with how 
little he can make himself comfortable tin 
til he makes the experiment. Nobody 
possesses thi3 invaluable knowledge 
much as a veieran. Put a recruit into a 
forest of pine trees, with his shelter tent, 
and if he have nobody but recruits about 
him, ten to one you will find him under hi 
shelter tent three weeks from that time. 

Not so with the veteran. If he be camped 
in the pine forest, give him an old ax, 
boot-leg, a mud-puddle, aboard or two, and 
a handfull cf nails, and he builds him 
house, and a house, too, comfortable and 
commodious, and not wanting in architec 
tural beauty. First he fells bis trees, then 
cuts and notches his logs and lays them to- 
gether to the required hight. His roof he 
puts on, giving it great slope, and thatching 
it with the green of the pine trees. 

He has been careful to leave windo 
spaces, and tacking pieces of his shelter 
tent over the«e he has provided light, but 
he keeps out the nipping air of winter 
Then with his board he makes tbe door 
and the boot-leg supplying the hinges, it 
soon swiugs into its place. Then he fills 
the spice between the logs with soft earth 
from his mud-puddle, and his home is done 
ex.-ept the chimney, and the forest and the 
mud-puddle soon provided that, for his 
chimney is nothing but a pile of sticks 
plentifully plastered without and within 
with mu 1. Then with his old ax he roan 
ufactures out of pine logs a full assortment 
of furniture, bedstead, chairs, table, ward 
robe, and generally adds a mantle. Then, 
with a bright fire upon his hearth, he is 
prepared to laugh at winter, and generally 
does.

— Ths averapB re- 
furns show that a citizen of the world on 
the firpt day of his appearance in pub- 
lic weighs about six pounds and a half; a 
boy baby a little more, a girl baby a little 
less. Some very modest babies hardly turn 
the scale with two pounds and a half, while 
other pretentious youngsters boast of ten 
and e'even pounds. When Shylock asked 
for his "pouud cf rlesh," he anked for an 
equivalent to a li'.tle less than one-sixth of 
a baby. How the tiny ones grow during 
childhocd, we need not trace here: hut it 
mny be interesting to know thru boys and 
girls of twelve years of age are nearly e.iral 
in weight, af'.er which limit, males are 
heavier than females ofthesai"eagc. Young 
men of twenty average a hundred and forty- 
three pound3 each, while young women of 
twenty average a hundred and twenty 
pounds. 

Men reach their heaviest bulk at about 
thirty-five, when their average weight is 
abo-t a hundred and fifty-two pounds; but 
women slowly fatten until fifty, when their 
average is a hundred and twenty-nine 
pounds. Men and women together, their 
weight at full growth averages almost ex- 
actly ten stone, or a hundred and forty 
pounds. Full grown men and women av- 
erage about twenty times as heavy as they 
were on the first day of their existence. 
Of course, averages are here oniy meant 
The averages are formed from men weigh- 
ing from a hundred and eight to two 
hundred and twenty pounds, and women 
from eighty-eight to two hundred and seven 
pounds. The actual weight of human na- 
ture, taking all ages and conditions, no- 
bles, clergy, tinkers, tailors, wives, maid 
ena, boys, girls, and babies, all included — 
the average weight is almost exactly one 
hundred English pounds avoirdupois for 
each human being; a quantity easy to rc 
member at any rate.
